ediveation. Both are of merely academic 
interest in. China's present circumstances, 
but the projects are nevertheless note- § 
“worthy as indicitive of the ‘current of 
Chinese opinion in - influential circles. 
Considerable ‘modifications have. been 
madé in the compulsory edueation scheme 
since we last heard of it. The ideas 
originally . entertained on’ the subject

impracticable for many reasons. In the 
first place a sudden provision of schools 
for ‘everybody would involve an enormous 
cvitlay, for which China is unprepared, 
and, what is of equal importance, - it

add, are not yet ‘in sight. Careful 
consideration of tho proposal , should 
cause the educational enthusiasts to 
recognise thay a ‘system’ of - compulsory. 
- cdvication must be regarded rather as the 
coping than as the foundation stone of 
yeform in China. ° The ‘plan as modified, 
by the Minister of ‘Education, with the 
approval of the President, provides for a 
start being madé with the scheme in 
tho” capital’ first, whence it, shall 
spread out gradually to the pro- 
vinees like rays radiating from the 
sun.
